Will {llinoisans imitate Califdrnians 
and drastically cut state taxes?

“We are at a crossroads in state

Within the next month, 
the General Assembly will return to 
Springfield to reconsider some of the 
actions I have taken on the 1,300 
measures the lawmakers sent to my 
desk,’’ Gov. Thompson told the Press- 
Record. 
‘In General Funds areas, the General 
Assembly sent me $200 million in ap- 
propriations above my budget level, of 
which I have approved $117 million, 
including $52 million more for 
elementary, secondary and -higher 
educatior 

“In Fiscal Year 1980, educatibn will 
réceive almost 40 percent of the state’ 
available dollars. With the next closest 
percentage being welfare at about 30

“The state is in good financial health. 
The state’s ending available balance in 
the general fund is about average for 
the nation. 

“The state does not have a surplus. It 
has 15 days of working cash. 

“The state has returned to sound 
inancial condition by capturing ad- 
ditional federal aid. Most of this ‘ad- 
ditional federal money is a one-time 
receipt of funds. 

“For example, $32 million received 
early in fiscal 1979 in settlement of 
claims dating back before 1975, 

“For example, back-claiming prior 
fiscal years of Title XX recovery. 

“And for example, one-time receipt 
of increased inheritance tax from a 
speedup inthe payment date — a 
change in the law enacted by the 
General Assembly last year. 

“These one-time revenues will not 
support a continuing increase in 
spending or a continuing loss in revenue 
anymore than a Christmas bonus of 
$100 would permit you to increase your 
spending $100 a month forever. 

“More importantly, the state has 
returned to a sound fiscal condition 
comparable to other states in the 
nation. The fiscal year 1980 budget is 
balanced, but the override of the sales 
tax exemption bill would throw the 

‘budget out of balance. 

“It would cause the state to return to 
the deficit spiral experienced in the 
mid-’70s — a worsening financial 
condition that took us three years from 
which to recover. 

“We would all like to see the sales tax 
taken off food, but it is fiscally 
irresponsible to do so.

“Those who advocate that food be 
exempt from the sales tax should 
identify from which programs the $1.6 
billiofi will be taken. 

“It should also be pointed out that the 
state already has a tax relief program 
for the elderly and disabled. This 
program has two parts: a property tax 
relief portion and a general tax relief 
grant which, for the class of persons we 
are talking about, basically constitutes 
a sales tax relief. The average per 
capita relief in this program is about 
$40 per year. . 

“Tt is important that the state con- 
tinue on its prudent fiscal course and 
not return to the deficit spending years 
of the mid '70s. ; 

“To return to deficit Spending would 
jeopardize the state’s AAA credit rating 
and would almost certainly lead to 
higher taxes or severe cuts in state 
services. 

“There are enough danger signs, 
fiscally speaking, to indicate caution. 
Some of these are: 

“1, The largest spending increase in 
the history of the state for fiscal 1980. 

“2. An economic outlook that is no 
better, perhaps worse, than assumed at 
budget time. 

“3. The probably severe limitation on 
state funds for basic programs such as 
education, welfare, and other human 
services in 1981. 

“4. The possible loss of federal 
general revenue sharing. 

“5. The potential for some sup- 
plementals in 1980 if the energy crisis 
becomes worse — that is, if the cost of 
fuel continues to rise as it has in the last 
six months. 

“These signals are clear and should 
tell us that this is not the time to em- 
bark on major new spending programs 
or major new revenue reduction 
programs,” the governor concluded.

than would removal of the sales taxes 
on food and drugs. 

“The General Assembly would not 
have approved this legislation if it were 
not fiscally responsible. In fact, there 
never has been a time when the State of 
Illinois could better afford this tax 
relief. 

“The balances in the state’s general 
funds at the end of July were the 
highest in the state’s history. In ad- 
dition, the legislation phases out the tax 
on food and drugs over a five-year 
period. 

“If economic conditions threaten the 
state’s finances, the phase-out schedule 
can easily be extended over a longer 
period of time. 

“Enacting this legislation now is 
timely because the exemption of food 
and drugs from the sales tax is one of 
the most anti-inflationary actions the 
General Assembly could take. There 
have seldom been times where the need 
for anti-inflationary measures has been 
greater than the present. 

“There are many reasons why the 
General Assembly pagsed this im- 
portant legislation, including facts not 
available at the time the sales tax bill 
was introduced, 

“Although the legislation was 
initiated by the Democratic members 
of the General Assembly,. many 
Republican. representatives and 
senators also voted for it. 

“The override of the governor’s veto 
of this measure will be the most im- 
portant matter to come before the fall 
session of the General Assembly. 

“Only seven additional votes in the 
House are needed to override the 
governor's veto, The Senate had more 
than enough votes for an override when 
it initially passed the legislation.” 

Redmond cited a quotation: “‘Greater 
than the tread of mighty armies is an 
idea whose time has come’’ Victor 
Hugo, 1852. 

The House speaker related, “On July 
13, Gov. Thompson vetoed HB 2564, the 
first bill exempting food and drugs 
from the sales tax ever to clear both 
houses of the General Assembly 

“A serious effect to override the veto 
will be made when the legislature 
returns to Springfield in October. 

“To override will require a three- 
fifths vote in pach house of the 
legislature — 107 Votes in the House and 
36 votes in the Senate. 

“The prospects for a successful 
override are excellent, because the bill 
received 37 votes in the Senate and 100 
votes in the House when it was ap- 
proved earlier this summer. 

“House Bill 2564 is designed to 
provide tax relief and to limit the size of 
government. It is simple, immediate 
and autematic 

“It requires no application forms, no 
new bureaucracy and no lawyers or 
accountants to obtain the relief. Its 
effects are certain and substantial. 

“It provides tax relief for all in direct 
proportion to their purchases of food 
and drugs. It.is especially beneficial to 
the poor and elderly who spend a higher 
proportion of. their income on food and 
drugs. 

“An elderly couple spending $40 per 
week on food and drugs will annually 
save over $100 when the program is 
fully effective, while a larger family 
with growing children and a weekly 
grocery bill of $100 per week will an- 
nually save $260 in reduced sales taxes. 
Families that spend more will save 
even more. 

“If the tax were to be eliminated in its 
entirety’ this year, it would provide 
Illinois consumers with an additional 
$345 million of spendable income. 

“Because this tax base will grow 
during the 4-year phaseout period, the 
total tax relief in fiscal 1984 when the 
phaseout will be completed is estimated 
to be $677 million per year. 

“The Illinois Sales tax was adopted in 
1933. No sooner had it been adopted 
than legislators saw the need to exempt

the basic necessities of life from the 
tax. 

“In 1935, the first exemption bill, 
elimjnating the tax on bread and milk, 
was defeated. The late Mayor Richard 
J. Daley was the principal sponsor of a 
bill to exempt food from the sales tax in 
1943 when he was a state senator. 

“The struggle to exempt food and 
drugs from the tax. All of them failed. 
years. Since the first effort was made in 
1935, there have been 31 additional 
legislative attempts to remove food or 
drugs fromthe tax. All of them failed. 

“The unfairness of the sales tax on 
food and drugs is widely recognized. 
This is reinforced by the fact that 32 
states do not tax food, or they provide 
an income tax credit to reimburse 
persons paying this tax. An even larger 
number of states exempt drugs from 
sales taxation. 

“Tllinois is now the only major in- 
dustrial state in the nation that con- 
tinues to tax food. Among Midwestern 
states, only Illinois and Missouri 
continue to tax food and only Illinois 
taxes drugs,’’ Redmond said. 

“The sales tax on food and drugs is 
unfair because purchase of these 
necessities is unavoidable. Con- 
sequently, the tax itself is unavoidable 
— even by the poor and the elderly. 

“The tax on food and drugs places a 
larger tax burden on poor and middle 
income families, the elderly and large 
families. 

“A recent study confirmed this 
inequity when it found that the typical 
Illinois family of four with an income of 
$7,500 would spend 2% percent of its 


‘ income paying sales taxes while that 


same family with a $50,000 income 
would spend less than 1 percent of its 
income paying sales taxes. 

“Since food and drug sales constitute 
about one-sixth of all taxable sales and 
are known to consume a larger share of 


lower income family budgets, the food: 


and drug exemption will substantially 
reduce this inequity. 

“The exemption of food and drugs 
from the sales tax would reform the 
Illinois tax system while providing 
much-needed tax relief to citizens, 

“It reforms the system by making it 
less regressive and more equitable. A 
regressive tax system places a larger 
proportionate tax burden -on family 
with lower incomes than on families 
with higher incomes. The Illinois 
system is one of the most regressive in 
the country. 

“Illinois can afford to exempt food 
and drugs from the sales tax. Under 
this legislation, the revenue loss to the 
state will not occur all at one time. 

“It is spread out over four years by 
exempting one penny of the five cent 
tax at a time, usually one year apart. 

“This approach was designed to 
provide tax relief and to limit the 
growth in state spending at the same 
time. 

“The best way to limit state spat 
increases is to reduce revenue growth. 
The state cannot spend what it does not 
receive. 

“The state can well afford the loss 
caused by this program because of the 
rapid automatic growth in state tax 


revenues which result from inflation 
and economic expansion. 

“During the last decade, state tax > ¥ 
revenues have increased by more than 
10 percent each year without any new.

Dr. Shaw also announced 
he is preparing a position 
paper which will explain in 
detail the operations of the 
office of the ehancellor, and 
the role of the office in 
regard to the system and the 
universities. 

The appointment of 
Lazerson, 48, of Edward- 
svile, as acting president of 
Southern Ilinois University 
at Edwardsville was 
recommended Thursday by 
Chancellor Shaw and was 
approved -by the board. 

The appointment was 
effective Saturday, when Dr 
Shaw, who had _ been 
president of SIUE, assumed 
the duties of chancellor of 
the STU system. 

Lazerson, a member of the 
SIUE faculty since 1969, had 
been vice president and 
provost since June 20, 1977 
Previously, he had been 
acting vice president and 
provost since March 17, 1976. 

Dr, Shaw announced that 
Lazerson would serve as 
acting president until a new 
president: is appointed. A 
presidential search com- 
mittee will be created to 
conduct a national search to 
fill the position. 

The three principal con- 
stituency groups on the local 
campus the Faculty 
Senate, Student Senate and 
University Staff Advisory 
Council — have been asked 
by Dr. Shaw to submit 
suggestions in regard to 
establishment of the search 
committee. 

After his appointment as 
chancellor in July, Dr. Shaw 
also had requested the 
constituency groups to 
submit nominees for the 
position of acting president. 
Lazerson's name was _ in- 
cluded in the lists submitted 
by all three groups. 

In a statement addressed 
to the board following his 
confirmation, Lazerson 
said 

“I am honored by Dr. 
Shaw’s invitation to serve as 
acting president of SIUE, 
which you have now ap- 
proved. 

“A special sense of 
satisfaction derives from the 
knowledge that in making 
this decision, represen- 
tatives of the various con- 
stituencies of the university 
were consulted and _ that 
serious consideration was 
given to their recom- 
mendations. 

“I shall therefore assume 
the duties of the office 
knowing that I enjoy the 
support and confidence of a 
great. many of my 
colleagues, includng ~ those 
who occupy positions of 
leadership ‘within the  in- 
stitution 

“In the days to come, I 
expect to seek their wise 


counsel in matters of vital 
interest to our mission in 
higher education. Our 
guiding principle will be a 
continuing quest for ex- 
cellence in the programs of 
this university,” Lazerson 
said 

“I doubt that anyone can 
assume a post of trust af- 
fecting the lives of many 
people without a feeling of 
humility in the face of great 
responsibility. I assure you 
that I am not an exception. 

“By immediate past ex- 
perience, I know that we are 
presently confronted by a 
plethora of problems and 
opportunities, and that the 
future will bring more. 

“I am not discouraged by 
these prospects. Indeed, I 
pledge to the board, to the 
chancellor, and to the 
community of the university 
that I will meet these 


responsibilities during this 
interim period in a manner 
consistent with the best 
traditions of ~ academic 
leadership. 

“My actions will be based 
on the most complete and 
objective information and 
advice that can be assem- 
bled, and my decisions will 
be rendered without fear or 
favor.” 

Lazerson joined the SIUE 
faculty as an associate 
professor of mathematics. 
He was named chairman of 
the department of 
mathematics in 1972 and was 
promoted to professor ‘and 
appointed as dean of the 
School ‘of Science and 
Technology in 1973. 

Before his association with 
SIUE, Lazerson served on 
the faculties of Washington 
University, Brandeis 
University and the
